Watching the men walk by 
with their shopping for the 
first Shabbat, one could easily 
pick out those who were work- 
ing -* they had bought all 
their rations, including’ eggs 
and meat, and also a bottle 
of sweet red wine, while the 
others carried away nothing 
but a bar of washing: soap, 
a few sabras which aré sold 
by women and children wher, 
ever there is a queve, ané 
armfuls of bread loaves. 


Two young men came to- 
ward me, hardly able to hide 
their grief and disappoint- 
ment: they had been squat- 
ting outside the store for three 


heurs, for the shop opened 
very late, and finally they 
got stale bread. I touched 


some loaves; they must have 
been at least four days old. 
Was that justice, they asked. 
Others were more rude: they 
picked up sabra peels from 
the dusty road and threw 
‘hem at me, littlé Boys biloc- 
ked the path and told me to 
go away. 

Others had not trusted the 
store and had gone to Petah 
Tikva early in the morning 
to do their shopping there, 
despite the bus fare of 47 
pruta each way.
